This is a list of guidelines to follow while writing a letter.
o Letter must be politically neutral.
e Letter must have a positive tone and politically neutral. Do not tell the military youth how
bad you think their situation is or how sotry you may feel for them.
e Do not provide personal identification of who wrote the letter (NO phone numbers, email
address, street address, etc.)
e Thank the youth for their sacrifices that they are making.
e Remind the military youth that they are heroes too.
e The message in each letter should come from “the heart” so there is no standard format.
